live* are standing pat! on their de- 
mand that the value agreed to by 
tbe electric company in 1921 be con- 
sidered as the basis for rate-making, 
with additions since then, the com- 
pany has endeavored-to fix a new 
valuation. The agreed valuation was 
about $400,000, while the company 
experts testified to a reproduction 
cost of upwards of $700X100. 


Mr. Morris gave first the con- 


struction cost valuation' he made as 
of May 1, 1931, which was $355,484.- 
09, which he said did not include 


,, cash working capital. 
The depre- 


ciated value on this basis he gave 
as 
$300,9S8J85. 
The construction 


cost was presume* to represent the 
money that actually went into build- 
ing the plant, he said. 
Bringing his figures down to date, 


• he said, he placed the grand total 


construction cost as of November 1, 
1923, at $409,042.00 and depredated 
value at $358,236.60. This, he said/ 
included additions made since the 
1921 figure. ^ 


Change In Figures 


Mr. Morris testified as to the al- 


location of tbe utility property as 
between steam heat and electric 
units. In 1921 he had divided this 
on a SO-SO- baiis, he said, while, now 


~he placed-the properly used-far elec- 


trtc~ purposes j»t 80 pereefct anj tha* 
for steam heat {purposes, at 40 per- 
cent. One of the complaiajs which 
resulted in the present hearing was 
from steam heat rollers, who de- 
clared the rates were far too great. 


Asked if he thought his figures 


were correct, Mr. Morris said that 
many of tbe records of the Hughes 
Electric Company bearing on the 
actual cost of early construction had 
been destroyed, but that it was pos- 
sible to find out about when the 
units were built and to obtain prices 
prevailing at that time. ' 


With regard to--an arbitrary al- 


lowance for construction coats, he 
said he figured 12- percent, while 
the'utility's experts figured 15 per- 
cent. Each recommended working 
capital of abont $30,000.' 


Asked if he brought his records to 


(date on a reproduction cost basis, 
' the chief engineer said that he had 


done so. Be estimated the coat of 
reproduction as of October 1, 1923, 
at between $630,000 and $635,000 and 
the reproduction cost, less deprecia- 
tion, at between i $535,000 and $540,- 
000. This did hot include going 
value but included cash working cap- 
ital allowance. 


Price Trends 


Asked concerning price trends, Mr. 


Morris said that there had been a 
drop of 3.6 points flnder the con- 
struction record method of figuring 
materiarcosts in the test month, and 
that prices had fluctuated since the 
after-the-war peak.

JULES VERNE 
Recent marriage in Paris of a niece of Jules Verne, the 
great French imaginative writer, started us thinking about 
his fantastic sicentific novels. 
Especially “Twenty Thoii- 
.sand Leagues Under the Sea.’’ 
People freiiuently marvel that Verne, bom in 1828, was 
able to iiicture the perfected submarine boat of modern 
times. 
As a mattcJ' of fact, there were submarine boats long 
before Jules Verne was born. 
In the Revolutionary War 
some clever Yankees built a submarine operated by oars that 
worked in waterproof sockets. At the front was a window. 
Hanging near it, outside, was an explosive mine. 
The Yankee.s managed to get this submarine out near a 
British frigate. 
One of the crew, inside, with his arms 
thrust out through two clo.se-fitting openings in the front of 
the boat, tried to .screw the mine to the aide of the frigate 
The mine got loose, rose to the surface and exploded, scar­ 
ing the frigate crew half to death. 


Those early submarines, of cour.se, were very crude. But 
the idea was there, and all .lules Verne had to do was imagine 
the idea in perfected foim. Admittedly, that was a tremend­ 
ous and admiralile feat of imagination. But it wasn’t as if 
Verne had nothing except thin air to draw from. 
When he pictured, in fiction, the perfected submarine, 
people laughed at him—just as they laugh today at vision­ 
aries who are capable of conceiving the eventual general use 
of the airplane.

No 6—Four-of-a-Kind. 
I have cJ^plaincd the main prin­ 
ciples in the piay of Mah Jongg. To­ 
day I will finish this by explaining 
four-of-u-kind. 
Remember that there is no such 
thing in Mah Jongg as a four-run 
sequence, and that the following ap­ 
plies only to four of a kind. 
I stated in a previous articles that 
the winning hand was one consisting 
of four sets of threes (either threes- 
of-a-kind or seq'uences) and a pair, 
this is subject to one variation, the 
holding of one or^more sctp of four- 
of-a-kind. Thus a winning hand may 
be composed of a pair, three three- 
run sequences and four of a kind; a 
pair and four sets of four-of-a-kind; 
three threcs-of-a-kind, a pair and 
four-of-a-kind;. a pair, a thrcc-run 
sequence,

You will notice from this th at a 
four-of-a-kind

JULES VERNE 


Recent marriage in Paris of a niece of Jules Verne,, the 


great French imaginative writer, started us thinking about 
his fantastic sicentific novels. 
Especially "Twenty Thou- 


sand Leagues Under the Sea." 


People frequently marvel that Verne, born in 1828, was 


able to picture the perfected submarine boat of modem 
times. 


As a matter of fact, there were submarine boats long 


before Jules Vferne was born. 
In the Revolutionary, War 


some clever Yankees built a submarine operated by oars that 
worked in waterproof sockets. At the front was a window. 
Hanging near it, outside, was an explosive mine. 


The Yankees managed to get this submarine out near a 


British frigate. 
One of the crew, inside* with his arms 


thrust out through two close-fitting openings in the front of 
the boat, tried to screw the mine to the side of the frigate. 
THe mine got loose, rose to the surface and exploded, scar- 
ing the frigate crew half to death. 


Those early submarines, of course, were very crude. But 


the idea was there, and all Jules Verne had to do was imagine 
the idea in perfected form. Admittedly, that was a tremend- 
ous and admirable feat of imagination. But it wasn't as if 
Verne had nothing except thin air to draw from. 
: When he pictured, in fiction, the perfected submarine 


people laughed at him—just as they laugh today at vision- 
aries who are capable of conceiving the eventual general use 
of the airplane.
